This last re- 
flects the charge made yesterday 
that isolationist Senators are con- 
ducting a filibuster against the 
draft bill, a charge which was an- 
grily denied by Senators Bennett 
Champ Clark (Dem.), Missouri, and 
Burton K. Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana.

BERLIN, Aug. 23 (AP).—DNB,

SUIT OVER $76,000 DIOCESAN 
THEFT IN MICHIGAN DROPPED 


MARQUETTE, Mich., Aug. 23 
(AP).—A suit seeking an account- 
ing of funds of the Episcopal Dio- 
cese of Northern Michigan, nam- 
ing former Bishop Hayward S. 
Ablewhite and fund trustees as 
defendants, has been dismissed. 


The suit was brought by a par- 
ish at Sault Ste.

—on the long conflict between the 
TVA and his Republican opponent, 
Wendell L. Willkie, as president 
of Commonwealth & Southern Cor- 
poration. 

Another point noted was that the 
addresses which Roosevelt has 
scheduled will be his first since his 
speech accepting the: Democratic 
nomination for President for a 
third term. 

Plans for the President’s trip, as 
announced by the White House yes- 
terday, indicated that the major 
address would be delivered when 
he dedicates TVA’s Chickamauga 
Dam on Labor day. 

This speech, the announcement 
stated, will be followed by another 
that afternoon at Newfound Gap, 
on the Tennessee-North Carolina 
border, at ceremonies formally 
opening the great Smoky Moun- 
tains National Park.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP).— 
Bi-partisan recommendations were 
advanced today in the Senate Cam- 
paign Expenditures Committee for 
a bar on the solicitation of political 
contributions from ecmployes by 
their employers or business su- 
periors. 

Chairman Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
said he was confident that the 
committee, which is charged with 
policing the coming election, -would 
offer legislation to “try and plug 
up holes for abuses” in the present 
Federal Corrupt Practices Act. 

Senator “eed (Rep.), Kansas, 
sharply criticised employers or cor- 
poration executives who took up po- 
litical collections among their work- 
ers but said that it was extremely 
difficult to frame legislation that 
would cover these cases. 

Business Man’s Testimony. 

Both Senators spoke as a result 
of testimony here this week by Carl 
B. Tuttle, Detroit store system ex- 
ecutive, that he had raised $8926 to 
aid the campaign of Wendell L. 
Willkie, Republican presidential 
candidate, by a letter to fellow S. 
S. Kresge & Co. executives in Michi- 
gan, 

A transcript of the closed” com- 
mittee inquiry disclosed that Reed, 
after noting that he was a Repub- 
lican and small business man, told 
Tuttle that “it was extremely bad 
taste for the Kresge organization to 
do what you did.” 

Reed said that whenever an em- 


ployer made a request of an em- 
ploye “it isn’t just the same thing 
as though some outside party made 
the same request.” 

While absolving Tuttle of coer- 
cive intentions, Reed said an ap- 
peal by an employer for political 
contributions “opens a way that I 
think is not consistent with our 
ideas of a free electorate and it 
ought not to be done.” 

Tuttle, the committee record dis- 
closed, said he had spent 41 years 
with the store system and “I have 
never coerced anyone yet, I have 
never been coerced, and certainly 
I have never sandbagged anyone.” 

“To Keep Electorate Free.” 

Chairman Gillette complimented 
Tuttle on his “frank” testimony 
but added that Congress was “try- 
ing to keep the electorate free 
. « « « We know that in the past 
there have been methods used to 
influence voting, solicitation of 
campaign funds, and the casting of 
the vote of the individual that 
were subversive.” 


He said numerous complaints had 
been made to the Campaign Com- 
mittee of business leaders seeking 
political contributions from their 
employes and that the committee 
would develop remedial legislation 
to “try to meet this in some way.”

ULL and open debate on the 
F selective service bill is a good 
thing, but what we are seeing 
now is hardly debate. It is a po- 
litical wrangling and jockeying for 
election positions and we are no 
nearer a_ scientific selection bill 
applying the lessons of our great 
1917 success than we were when 
we started. 
Two particular lessons 
war might be good to remember. 
The same kind of political shadow 
boxing on a selective service bill 
went on then. It lasted six weeks, 
although we were already at war. 
Anticipating the outcome, when the 
law finally -passed, we had the 
volunteer nation-wide organization 
for registration completely organ- 
ized, equipped with millions of 
forms and instructed. The regis- 
tration could have been conducted 
the day after the bill passed. That 
action demonstratedly saved 60 days 
in American speed in raising an 


army. 


As the autumn of 1917 camé on, 
two things became apparent. The 
first was that Allied policy of our 
sendimg only a “token” army . to 
France would not meet- the grow- 
ing German superiority on . the 
Western front. The second was 
that the early system of selection 
which failed*to classify the whole 
pool of registrants in the order of 
their availability could never pro- 
duce more than 100,000 men 
month. So, on Dec. 1, we shifted 
and reorganized the entire system 
and in 60 days classified nearly 
10,000,000 men. That saved another 
60 days in getting off the great 
spring drafts of 1918—running as 


thigh as 400,000 men a month. 


‘Meaning of Time. 

Here is the lesson. Translate 
those two periods of 60 saved days 
each—four months—from relatively 
deliberate 1917 to desperate 1918, 
when the Crown Prince of Bavaria 
‘broke through, when the British 
‘backs were “at the wall;’ when the 
Allies were supplicating us for “men 
in their undershirts” and the French 
were retreating through providen- 
tially strengthened American lines

For this country came into 
the war promptly on the time- 
table's schedule once Hitler proved 
that he could carry out his boast 
of a blitzkrieg victory against 
France. Now Japan has a frank- 
ly Fascist Government with its 
foreign policy being directed by 
Yosuke Matsuoka, who once told 
me that Mussolini's invention of 
Fascism must one day control the 
whoie world. Thus, it is reasonable 
to assume that Axis will be 
able to make Japan and Russia 
come to terms, or fight each other, 
as it Hitier's purpose.

| but a few administrative devices employed 
by the Massachusetts printing agency could 
'help a great deal in Missouri and 17 other 
|States where a “class system” of letting 
| printing contracts prevails. 

| There is a significant difference between 
| the individual job system used by Massachu- 
| Setts and 11 other states and the class sys- 
tem. Under the latter, bids are taken on 
|large amounts of printing and contracts 
| awarded for a period of time. Specific 
|publications are not mentioned in the con- 
‘tracts. 

| Under the individual job system, specifica- 
tions are written on each job so there can 
_be no doubt by either the state or the print- 
|ers as to what is desired by the former and 
what the latter expects to deliver. 

A printing measurement known as the 
square em makes possible the class system 
contracts. The use of the square em sys- 
tem corresponds roughly to the use of the 
square inch. The basic principles are the 
same, the difference being technical.

Thus, in the class system of contracting, 
the printing firm specifies that it will set 
and print all the type which the state re- 
quires during the next two or four years 
at so much per square. 

The printer gambles that most of the 

| State printing requirements will be easy to 
| compose. The printer also gambles on the 
| quantity of type which the state will need, 
for the contract does not say how much. 
'But gambling has absolutely no place in 
scientific governmental purchasing! 
If the State pays the printer for type by 
_the sqyare, as it does under the class sys- 
tem, he is encouraged to “stretch the type 
out” so that it occupies more squares. He 
may use extended type and wide spaces 
between words. 

It costs him more to set difficult tables, 
yet he is paid at the same rate as for easier 
material. Hence, he will be encouraged to 
put pressure on the governmental depart- 
| ments, attempting 
| tables from some publications. 

In several states the grouping together of 
such great quantities of printing has elimi- 
nated from bidding all the printing plants in 
_the State except one. 

| Until a few years ago, one firm in Albany 
Supplied all the New York State printing 
because the State secured its printing in 
two or three classes. No other firm in that 
part of New York was large enough to bid 
,on the huge classes, for there were always

Definite specifications about which there 
can be no doubt on the part of either the 
State or the printers are compiled, proposal 
sheets are written, printers notified, bids 
taken, and contracts awarded.

Other publications of the state should 
be carefully analyzed from the content and 
typographical standpoint. The state print- 
ing agency should exercise great precaution 
to see that all the elements are clearly de- 
scribed in the specifications and bid sheets. 

Jobs should be small enough so that a 
maximum number of firms will be encour- 
aged to enter the competition. Only through 
the use of the individual-job system is it 
possible to take advantage of these impor- 
tant principles. 

When the Massachusetts Commission of 
Administration and Finance was established 
it was given extensive powers over the 
printing of the State. The commission im- 
mediately changed from a class system to 
an individual job system. 


The printing costs of the State dropped |

50 per cent in the succeeding years. 
amount, at least half of the saving is 
attributed by the commission to the change 
from the class system to the individual job 
system. 

For many years the states have been 
gradually abandoning the class system of 
printing contracts. 

All of the 12 states having the individual 
job system at the present time used the 
class system some time in the history of 
their printing procurement.

a week with no extra pay for over- 
time, and this is just the begin- 
ning of Nazi rule in France. 

Fourth, the fear of radicalism 
so prevalent among the rich and 
the ruling classes in England and 
in France was used as a potent 
argument for a more friendly, tol- 
erant. feeling toward the Nazi 
regime, and as a point of leverage 
for a policy of appeasement. Sub- 
tle persuasion, secret pressure, and 
in all probability, open bribery 
were all used to break down the 
loyalty and to secure the co-opera- 
tion of a few key men in Official 
positions and in the armies. When 
the final crisis came, these traitors 
contributed dramatically to the col- 
lapse of Allied resistance in Nor- 
way, Holland, Belgium, and prob- 
ably in France. 


“Myth of Neutrality.” 


Fifth, before the outbreak of war 
and throughout its earlier stages, 
the smaller countries were con- 
stantly urged to maintain their neu- 
trality and were warned to avoid 
any collaboration with other na- 
tions for their common defense. 
Government officials and the pub- 
lic, by means of propapanda, were 
constantly assured of safety and 
immunity from war, if only they 
practiced the strictest neutrality 
and abstained from military co-op 
eration with their neighbors. The 
little democracies were so im- 
pressed with this myth of neutral- 
ity and the security it would give 
them, that the Nazis were success- 
ful in their strategy of overrunning 
one nation at a time and thus 
avoided any united opposition. 
“Fifth column” propaganda played 
an important part in keeping pub- 
lic attention focused on the neces- 
sity for a neutrality which, in the 
end, proved to be pure fiction and 
which made effective defense im- 
possible, 


Those personal privileges which 
in our democracy we value so high- 
ly—freedom of speech and of the 
press—make us particularly vul- 
nerable to this new form of war- 
fare. It represents a new and a 
grave danger for a self-governing 
country which springs from many 
nationalities. 


Means of Defense. 


Fortunately, there is an effective 
primary means of defense against 
the underhand activities of “fifth 
column” agents. It lies in tearing 
down the veil of secrecy and sub- 
terfuge under which they operate, 
to inform our citizens in detail as 
to means they employ and their 
purposes, 


A secondary means of defense 
lies in the timely discernment of 
“fifth column” methods, with 
prompt counteraction wherever pos- 
sible. This is a duty which re- 
quires intelligent and organized co- 
ordination. We should be ready 
to back this program with all the 
energy and resources at our com- 
mand. It is a problem which re- 
quires thought and organization. It 
is more immediate even than the 
military problem, The latter, if we 
cannot solve the former, may well 
be incapable of solution.

70 BERMUGA CENSORS 


Resumption of Isiand Stops 
Taken as Sign of Co-opera- 
tion With Britain. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP).— 
Resumption of the Bermuda route 
fc trans-Atlantic mails was viewed 


in informed quarters today as a fur- 
ther measure of tacit United States 
co-operation with Great Britain. 

A tight British censorship exists 
at Bermuda and the examination 
there of mail passing between the 
United “tates and Europe led to a 
controversy some months ago re- 
sulting in Pan American Airways 
omitting the stop on its trans-At- 
lantic routes. 

The planes recently resumed stops 
at Bermuda, but officials declined 
last night to cay whether the Gov- 
ernment had influenced the com- 
pany on the matter. Authoritative 
sources indicated, however, that 
now there are no objections to the 
censorship. 

The Bermuda censorship will 
strengthen the British blockade, it 
is believed here, and make it diffi- 
cult for German or Italian owned 
securities, or anything which may 
be converted into foreign exchange, 
to reach this country. 

The importance the British at- 
tach to Bermuda as a ‘“bottle-neck” 
was indicated by the arrival of 
more than 100 censors from Eng- 
land to augment the _ censorship 
staff at Hamilton. The work was 
said to have increased greatly with 
the calling of American export |lin-

MAN, 85, SBTAINS ALIMONY

Court Cuts Payments Despite His 
Plea He'll Have to Stop

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 23 (AP).— 


An 85-year-old man obtained an 
alimony settlement yesterday—but 
he'll have to stop smoking — and 
his 71-year-old wife won her sec- 
ond divorce from him. 


Mrs. Loretta Newell McPeek had 
been paying her husband $50 a 
month temporary alimony, half of 
her pension from the city. She 
was a police matron 20 years. 

But the Court held that $50 was 
not adequate for Mrs. McPeek, ill 
and nearly blind. It directed her 
to pay only $35. 

McPeek protested that he couldn’t 
buy tobacco and magazines on that 
amount, but the Judge told him he’d 
have to do without them.

Churchill, Bevin, Woolton, 
Beaverbrook Praised; 
Fault Found With Wood 


and Cooper. 


LONDON, Aug. 23 (AP). — The 
voice of The Times, usually close 
to the administration, was added 
significantly today to the move for 
ministerial changes in  Britain’s 
Government. The paper spoke of 
“a number of misfits” in the pres- 
ent Government. 

Reviewing the parliamentary ses- 
sion closed yesterday. The Times, 
in an editorial entitled “The New 
Order,” singled out Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill, Minister of Labor 
Ernest Bevin, Food Minister Lord 
Woolton and Aircraft Production 
Minister Lord Beaverbrook for 
praise, and had blame for Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Sir Kings- 
ley Wood and Minister of Informa- 
tion Alfred Duff Cooper. 

The paper said the change in 
the war leadership made May 10, 
the day Germany invaded the Low 
Countries, when Churchill succeed- 
ed Neville Chamberlain, was 
“overdue,” and that it had produced 
results “certainly fruitful.” 
“Nevertheless,” it said, “an ad- 
ministration formed in the middle 
of a great battle must necessarily 
contain a number of misfits and a 
number of failures in organization, 
not serious enough to impair the 
immense improvement in our 
strength and spirit secured during 
the past three months, but enough 
to make it certain that we are 
not yet in every respect giving of 
our. best.” 


4 GUARD DIVISIONS EXPECTED 
TO BE CALLED NEXT MONTH 


Missouri Anti-Aircraft Unit Listed 
With Those in First 
Summons. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP).— 
Four divisions of the National 
Guard — the Thirtieth, Forty-first, 
Forty-fourth and Forty-fifth—are 
expected to be called to active 
duty next month under mobiliza- 
tion legislation sent to the White 
House today by Congress. 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Army 
Chief of Staff, recently told the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
that these divisions, with 22 smaller 
units, would be in the first section 
of the guard ordered to duty. 

The War Department has not in- 
dicated any changes in the plan 
announced by Marshall, which 
would make 55,426 enlisted men, 
3930 officers and 53 warrant offi- 
cers subject to the first call, In- 
cluded in units listed by Marshall 
were: 203d Coast Artillery (anti- 
aircraft), from Missouri, to train 
at Fort F-ulen, Tex.; 202d Coast 
Artillery (anti-aircraft), from Illi- 
nois, to train at Camp Logan, III. 

Originally it was planned to train 
the Missouri guardsmen at Fort 
Barrancas, Fila. Guard officials 
said the Missouri guardsmen would 
be inducted into service Sept. 16 
and leave for Fort Hulen about 
Sept. 26.

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LITTLE BOYS and girls don't play hard enough to make 
them sleep restfully. Any afternoon mothers and nurses can be 
heard admonishing their charges, “Don't play so roughly. Be 
gentle.” Now if there is one thing that children need more than 
anything else in the health list it is hard, rough play. By rough 

_I mean actions that are not accurate and well directed: rough 
“in execution, not in the use of force. Kicking a big ball like 
a football or basketball is rough play. (Kicking each other is 
3 violent behavior, not play.) Climbing and jumping is rough 
-play. Swimming is a refined form of play because it uses finer 
muscles and demands finer adjustments. Little children are not 
ready for the finer adjustments needed in swimming and tennis 
and golf. They need to use and develop the big muscle masses 
of shoulder and leg and back, and the games they need are the 
rough ones—rough because they are not finely adjusted activities. 
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CHILDREN WHO have enough hard work in the open air 
will eat and sleep without being coaxed. In the city we have 
to depend upon the playgrounds to afford these. Usually they 
do not. The swings allow the children to sit while their elders 
have the exercise. The sand boxes are not the answer, either. 
Jungle gyms, big balls tied to posts, running games, are the 
things. The children in the suburbs and country have a better 
chance to work hard in their play. Few of them give their 
people any trouble about eating beyond the problem of buying 
enough food for them to eat. Give the food fussers a thorough 
workout daily, and unless they are patients for the physician, 
they will eat thankfully and sleep gratefully.

People who don’t like the 
soaked bottom crusts of fruit pies 
go for cobbler in a big way, be- 
cause they have no crust except the 
crisp, delicate upper one} and since 
everyone else likes them, too, they 
are a good bet for fresh summer 
fruits on cool summer days. 


Peach Cobbler. 

Five pounds peaches; one and 
one-half cups sugar; two _ table- 
spoons flour; one-fourth teaspoon 
almond extract; three tablespoons 
butter. Pastry: Two cups all-pur- 
pose flour, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup lard, cold water 
(about one-third cup). 

Sift flour; measure and resift 
with salt into mixing bowl. Cut in 
shortening with pastry blender or 
two knivés until particles are size 
of wheat grains. Add just enough 
cold water to hold pastry together. 
Roll out dough one-eighth inch 
thick, keeping shape rectangular to 
fit a pan approximately 9x12 inches. 
Peel and slice peaches. Combine 
sugar and flour; sift one-third of it 
over bottom of pan. Arrange 
peaches in pan, and sprinkle rest 
of sugar and almond extract over 
them. Dot the top with butter. Fit 
pastry over all and trim off to fit 
pan, pinching edges to make them 
secure. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees F.) for about 20 minutes, or 
until pastry is delicately browned; 
reduce the heat to 325 degrees F. 
and cook until peaches are tender. 
Serves 10 or 12.

WO heads, according to the old 
T «. are supposed to be better 

than one, but two musical heads 
working together quite often pro- 
duce temperament, fireworks and 
discordant sounds that aren’t writ- 
ten in the score. Quite the opposite 
has been true out at the Municipal 
Opera this season, where, for the 
first time, two musical directors, 
Jacob Schwartzdorf and Ray Sin- 
atra, have divided the directing of 
the extra heavy program, and 
formed a combination that has re- 
sulted in peace, harmony and 13 
darn good shows. 

It may be because the two direc- 
tors have so much in common that 
their musical team hasn’t struck so 
much as one sour note. Both are 
voung—Schwartzdorf 31, Sinatra 
32; both are little men, but little 
men with big musical stuff; both 
started playing their respective 
pianos young enough to be termed 
child prodigies, and since neither 
was born with a silver baton in his 
hand, each had to combine com- 
mercial work with art. Both young 
men have serious ambitions, vet 
privately are something of swing 
fans. Even Schwartzdorf, whose 
direction has been over the oper- 
ettas and more serious shows, 
said, somewhat belligerently, “Don’t 


make me sound like a ‘long hair.’” 

“That’s my favorite expression,” 
Sinatra laughed when we repeated 
the warning. “But Jake’s no ‘long 
hair.’ He’s a fine musician and he 
certainly helped me get into things 
since this was my first season. One 
thing we’re proud of—we've never 
allowed each other to get ‘stuck.’” 

“For instance,” Schwartzdorf ex- 
plained. “At the beginning of the 
season I had two shows in a row— 
‘American Way and ‘Naughty 
Marietta,” so while I was busy 
on the first one, Ray rehearsed my 
principals for ‘Marietta.’ Then 
when Ray was working on ‘Rosa- 
lie’ and had to follow up with 
‘Babes in Arms,’ I rehearsed his 
principals. It’s working together 
like that that helped us get along.” 

AS we pointed out, both dlirect- 
ors were bright boys and Schwartz- 
dorf, like Sinatra, started out as 
a concert pianist at a tender age. 

“Studying privately,” he ex- 
plained, “as kids usually do, then 
ataschool. As a precocious young- 
ster 1] was taken around, shown 
off by the school’s director. He was 
persuaded to form an opera com- 
pany for young singers—for which 
there'd been a crying need—and I 
was around when he needed an ac- 
companist for tryouts, so when the 
company was formed I became 
what the French call a repitateur,

or to be more American, a sort of 
coach. 

“I absorbed all I could and to 
my great delight was allowed to 
conduct matinee performances. I 
was 18 years old then and knew 
nothing of the technique of music. 
I couldn’t read a score, but I knew 
the music backwards and forwards, 
so I just conducted from memory 
Later on I decided I should know 
something about conducting, so I 
entered a competition for a fel- 


lowship at the Juilliard School of 
Music, won, and studied there. But 
I still think the wisest thing for a 
young conductor to do is to know 
his music and then forget about 
how he looks. If he has any feel- 
ing for pantomime at all, gestures 
will come easily enough.”

seven times and a national cham- 
pionship several years ago.

“My hus- 
band, Ernest Liotta, has been 
State champion many times, and 
my son, Ernest Jr., has been na- 
tional allround champion twice and 
State champion—oh, I don’t know 
how many times.

Mrs. Liotta started her casting 
career, just as many a little woman 
has entered sports, when she de- 
cided, after sitting around a few 
times that the life of the female of 
the species is more deadly than 
that of the male when the male is 
a sportsman. 

“My son was about 12 years old 
—he's 23 now—when my husband 
began taking him out to cast with 
him and what was I to do—twirl 
my thumbs? So I took it up, and 
I've enjoyed it so much. It keeps 
me outdoors for one thing and it’s 
very interesting when you get in 
keen competition. My husband and 
son taught me some, showed me the 
points, but -I found I did better by 
myself. I guess we're all punk 
when we start out, but after awhile 
I got along pretty good and the sec- 
ond year I was casting I won the 
Ohio State championship. 

“What qualities does it take” 
Well, you have to have a keen eve 
and good wrist movement. There's 
not much physical effort after you 
know how to do it. Your wrist 
gets sore a few times, but once 
you've gotten on to it you do it 
with the greatest of ease. Really, 


you do,” she laughed as we looked 
dubious, 

“Other sports are much more 
strenuous,” she insisted. “I enjoy 
watching golf and tennis, but they 
look like they’d be too hard to play. 
I went around a golf course once 
and I played badminton once, but 
this is my first love.

After that, all that was necessary 
was to bring some arrangements 
and ] was hired. That was in 1937 
and I’ve been here each summer 
since.” 

Sinatra meanwhile had also been 
busy with his music with more 
emphasis on the popular side. 

“T began plaving very early,” he 
explained. “I remember appearing 
in an amateur contest when I was 
7, with my brother who played the 
violin. * remember it because I 
wore my first pair of patent leather 
shoes. When I was 13, 1 played in 
a recital at Symphony Hall in Bos- 
ton, which Gov. Coolidge—he was 
Governor then—attended. I contin- 
ued playing in recitals and every- 
one predicted a brilliant concert ca- 
reer for me—but you can't live on 
that. I come from a big family— 
five brothers and four sisters—and 
we weren't very well off, so I de 
cided I'd try art for my sake in- 
stead of for art's sake. 

One of Sinatra’s first “commer- 
cial” jobs was with Jack Renard’s 
orchestra, and from there he went 
into radio and record making. In 
one of his first recording orches- 
tras he was asked to get “the best 
men in the business” and got to- 
gether several gents less well 
known then than they are today— 
Tommy Dorsey, Jimmy Dorsey, 
Benny Goodman and several others 
of the now great.

“One of the 
mired particularly 
Copeland, the greatest 
ponent of Debussy.

“I decided whatever ideas I had 
about large orchestras I'd work 
with right here, so honestly my 
work has been a pleasure with new 
thrills every week.” 

One of Sinatra's ideas was the 
Ballet Imaginary which he com- 
posed for “Babes fn Arms.”

Ben- 
ny Goodman has proved that and 
I proved it in a smaller way with 
Copeland. Tommy Dorsey, for ex- 
ample, could play in an orchestra 
conducted by Toscanini, and Tos- 
Canini, fussy as he would be 
pleased with his beautiful execu- 
tion and tone quality. Of course, 
there are some popular leaders 
who give two-beats and then get 
lost, but the musicians’ favorite 
bands—-Goodman and Dorsey and 
bands like John Kirby’s little one, 
are fine. Really good musicians 
all like popular music—it’s only a 
few of these fellows who can’t see 
any farther than their noses and 
wno have no rhythm in their 
hearts, who throw up their hands 
in horror at the mention of jazz.

I hit on the glasses and they call 
off the notes. After a few glass 
casualties we switch to the piano. 
My wife is also musical—she was 
a singer before we were married, 
but we figured one artist was 
enough to a family.” 


Schwartzdorf, unlike Sinatra, is 
a bachelor—“unmarried and unwill- 
ing.” he explained. Like Sinatra, 
however, he has few interests aside 
from music. His chief hobby is 
collecting records, all kinds of rec- 
ords. He and Sinatra had never 
met before they were asked to 
come to St. Louis. 


“When it was decided we should 
meet,” Schwartzdorf related, “we 
got together in Allan Jones’ dress- 
ing room at the Paramount in New 
York. He’s a mutual friend, and we 
became acquainted while Jones — 
completely undressed — was being 
massaged.” 

It was Richard Berger, head of 
the productions department of the 
Municipal Opera, who decided that 
two directors would turn out shows 
twice as good for the 1940 sea- 
son. 

“T remember when I was sitting 
office.”

Weak Bidding 
By Player in

éé EAR Mr. Culbertson: In @ 
[) cupticare tournament the 
other night the following 
hand came up: 
“South, dealer. 
“Neither side vulnerable.

2 ne trump 

“Opening lead, spade four 
West. Result: Made four-odd. 

“I would appreciate your com- 
ments on two calls in the auction: 
(1) Assuming the first round of 
bidding to be correct, was South's 
two no trump correct”? If not, what 
should he bid? (2) Was North cor- 
rect in passing two no trump, or 
should he raise to three no trump? 

“Il sat South and reasoned as fol- 
lows Although I had the values 
for a three no trump bid, I had 
every reason to believe West had 
the values for his take-out double, 
and consequently I was somewhat 
doubtful about the spade depart- 
ment. Unless partner held the dia- 
mond ace, I couldn’t see nine tricks 
without letting the opponents in to 
set the contract in spades. (As- 
suming they could be stopped in 
the first place.) Two, three, or four 
hearts was out of the question. 
Therefore, I chose two no trump 
as the best bid available. West 
then discreetly passed, and partner, 
after some study, also passed. We 
agreed that three no trump should 
be bid, but how and by whom”? My 
partner thought he had already bid 
his limit. I felt he should have 
taken into consideration his partial 
stopper in spades (West's likely 
suit) and the ace of my bid suit, 
and stretched to three no trump. 
I maintained that a jump no-trump 
rebid in defiance of a take out dou- 
ble virtually assures the maximum 
values expected for such a bid. I 
am quite certain we would have 
reached the lavydown game without 
a take-out double coming in. Why, 
then, did that stop us”

Apparently, North and South 
share_the impression that North's 
hand alone presented a difficult 
problem of bidding; that it was a 
very close point whether he should 
raise the two no trump bid to three, 
This is far from the truth. Actually, 
it was South who had a very diffi- 
cult decision to make over his part- 
ners one heart, and when *e chose 
to solve it with the aggressive rebid 
of two no trump, it required little 
courage on North's part to go game. 
A simple (non-jump) take-out dl- 
rectly over a take-out double an- 
nounces very little strength, in the 
neighborhood of one trick. Thus, 
if South could venture such B 
strong rebid as two no trump in the 
face of a take-out double on his 
left, and the knowledge that his 
partner had comparatively little 
strength, it should have been clear 
to North that his diamond ace and 
queen-ten of hearts, not to mention 
his auxiliary stopper in the spade 
suit, would be enough to give South 
an excellent play for game. The*ace 
of partner's suit usually has slight- 
ly greater value than the ace of any 
other suit, particularly at no 
trump, where it probably will solid- 
ify a long suit. 

As I have said, it was South who 
had a difficult bidding problem to 
solve. After the take-out double 
and North’s one heart bid, which 
showed very little strength, it re- 
quired a certain amount of courage 
on South’s part to make a strong 
rebid such as two no trump, this 
despite his high honor trick hold 
ing. Also, there was the question 
whether two no trump would be 
as sound a bid as a strong heart 
raise. (Presumably, North had a 
five-card suit for his heart take ~ 
out). South deserved better luck 
for his own fortunate choice of 
bids.
